Ghost Towne Magazine was 

created in 1998 by epttlon AKA eric 
from the band P.D.A. Originally the 
zine was called Son of a Bufra. It 
created to discuss politics and music and 
to show how punk rock he was but soon 
epsilon discovered a real need for a zine 

By the lime the first zine came out in 
May of "98, the theme for the zine was 
set, "Local Pride " The zine would only 
review and interview local bands and 
promote small businesses unique to the 
Kansas City area. The name was 
changed to Gboit Towne in July of '98 
and not long after disappeared from the 
scene with only a web page to show it 
ever existed. The web page, however, 
received it's own lack of attention and 
hadn't been updated since May 1 1, 1999.

CT: to go ahead and give me the 
basics: 

R: I'm Renea Bassit and I'm the bass 
player, I also play some keys with 
Greencard We're a five piece reggae 
band As of October (1998), this coming 
October, we'll be in business for eleven 
yean We have two guitar players, we 
have two bass players, myself and Brett 
Kaufman We alternate on bass so it 
allows everyone to sing Our drummer 
(is) Doug Shroder, guitar players, 
David Starky and Ken Bel! and that it, 

GT: wow! eleven years, and it's at ill 
just covers or do you have nny 
originals? 

R: We do mostly covers. We've done 
some originals and we just kinda stop 
ptayin* 'em cuz we got kinda tired of 
'em and we like playing the covers 
and that's when I want to record is after 
we get a good set of originals 

GT: what might you cover? 

R, Well, those are to be written yet, 
those are still in the works Right now 
the main emphasis behind Greencard is, 
we're reggae preservationists We re 
realty into doing traditional reggae style, 
which is, ya known, your basics of 
harmony and groove, dub and rhythm 
sections and just really laying down the 
groove and pulling some sweet vocals on 



top We do a little be of ska but 

that's about as far as we get (from trad 
reggae) We've switched some over to 
*ka, we've done a cover of "Tell Me 
Why" by the Beatles we've switched 
over to ska, people like that 

GT: Tell us a little 'bout the local 
reggae scene: 

R. The one thing about reggae, there's 
not a whole lot of reggae bands here in 
KC right now. So, we are tight by 
nature, I mean it's nothing if I had to 
call Az One for some equipment, say 
something happened to my rig, 1 could 
call Elisha He's totally cool with us. 
We all work a lot of gigs together, we 
hang out together, we go support each 
others gigs, ya know. There's not all 
this competition... 

Common Ground, I mean those 
guys are like some of my heroes. Neville 
Brown, heads up to Brown in 
Lawrence, he taught me how to play 
bass and started Greencard with me. 
Neville taught me how to play bass, five 
months later we started Greencard

Lead singer and 
Guitarist, Kat Split, left for some wal- 
mart town in Iowa to further her skills 
with animals, no not the ones found in 
punk bands, but cats and dogs and other 
friendly animals. (I'm cheezy) 

The Split Infinitives had already 
been having some line-up changes and 
problems. Chajwood (drummer) had 
quit to focus on his band Tanka Ray 
and it was not certain that former F.K.A. 
guitarist and lead vocalist "doorknob*' 
Larry would replace long lost guitarist, 
Ben "the dirty jew." 

Also, Thee Inevitable has had its 
share of misfortune. Bassist and 
trumpeter, Johnny Too Bad, left for 
Columbia So a farewell show for John 
was played at Yahweb, and nobody was 
sure if he'd be there for his own 
farewell Rob Roy from Tanka Ray 
filled in on bass and Johnny showed up 
just hours before stage time He split the 
set with Robert and after the show, 
Kommie Karl (drummer) and Lenny 
(guitarist) announced they were through 
as well. There has been a couple 
attempts to reform the band, with a new 
drummer, Daniel and Johnny is 
considering treking up to KC for practice 
every Saturday. We'll see 'bout that! 

Everybody's favorite pop group 
Annie On My Mind, have split up as 
well Ashley (guitarist) and Paul E, 



Ester (drummer) have left for college 
and Steve Ghetto said he'll probably 
move to a log-cabin in the woods in 
Southern Missouri. 

This all comes after the release of 
"So Now that We're Friends..." 
recorded at Deserving Porky pine 
Studios by AOMM Look for a review 
in the next issue of GT. 



in the studio and now releases: 

Keely Zoo are just wrapping up their 
first full length and their second full- 
length. That's right a double CD called 
"Finger Donkey." 

The first disc runs about an hour and 
15 minutes and the second was described 
by the band as a "rock-opera" titled 
"Bad Ass Car Crash" that runs about 
76 minutes and 30 seconds. It was 
recorded by Infinity Mobile (a studio on 
wheels that has recorded other local 
artist such as Sister Mary Rotten 
Crotch) at their house and produced and 
mixed by Keely Zoo and Thad Scott. 

There will be a CD release party at 
Davey's Uptown on Halloween night 
October 31* 

Hardrockin' metal band Killswitch 
is currently recording in Iowa. The 
album is being mixed and produced by 
the Clown (Slipknot) and Sean 
McMahon (who has also produced for 
Slipknot) 

It appears, however that the band 
may be breaking up or changing their 
name to G.O.d. That's what I get from 
the web page (www.killswitch.com) 
anyway, so keep a look out all you metal 
rockers! 



Tanka Ray also plans to venture out 
of KC to Chicago to record their full 
length They had previously worked on 
the full length at Desen >ng Porcupine 
Studios with Ashley from AOMM. but 
the A DAT ate the tape So, they're 
going back to Chicago to have Malt 
Allison do for the full length what he did 
for the previous album "Riot On the 
Plaza" 7" on Low Quality Records It 
is not yet known what label the full 
length will be on but the rumor is Stolen 
Records is interested 

Also, Tanka Ray will be working on 
a split 7" with The Doozers from OK, 
titled "Gin Makes A Man Mean" 
Hopefully, it will come out at the 
beginingof2001. 

Speaking of LQR, their eighth 
release in five years, the Lost Pride and 
the Controlled split 7" will be out 
well, when will it be out 7 Neither the 
bands nor the label seem to have a date 
Lost Pride just broke up but intends to 
full-fill it's agreement with LQR and 
play a final show/cassette release party 
at the Pirate Punk house in Lawrence. 
The money from the limited edition 
cassettes will be used to finance the 
record pressing and the actual 7" is 
supposed to occur in December 
sometime. 

Other new releases already here or 
on the way include bands, Sister Mary 
Rotten Crotch, Punchline, Johnny 
Black and the Assassins, Sdegrres, and 
Thee Inevitable.
